WHEN WESTERN FIVE MET WITH SYG WALDHEIM JUNE 22 
TO PURSUE DISCUSSION OF UN ROLE IN NAMIBIAN SETTLEMENT, 
WALDHEIM AND HIS STAFF ARGUED THAT THE UN ROLE COULD NOT 
BE DEFINED UNTIL LIMITATIONS ON THE ROLE OF THE ADMINIS- 
TRATOR-GENERAL WERE MADE CLEAR. THIS REFLECTED VIEWS OF 
AFRICAN REPRESENTATIVES WITH WHOM HE MET JUNE 2 1 . AMONG 
OTHER THINGS, THE SYG SAID AFRICANS INSISTED THAT ELEC-

SKEPTICAL,” AND HE STRESSED IT WAS CRUCIAL TO PERSUADE 
SWAPO. ASYG FARAH SUMMARIZED THE MAIN AFRICAN CONCERNES 
AS BEING THE NATURE AND FORM OF THE TRANSITIONAL AUTHORITY 
IN NAMIBIA. THE CONTACT GROUP EMPHASIZED THAT IT IS 
CRUCIAL THAT THE SYG COMMENCE NOW WITH A CONCRETE PLANNING 
EFFORT TO DEFINE THE UN ROLE REQUIRED FOR FULL IMPLE- 
MENTATION OF RESOLUTION 385, AND ARGUED THAT IF WHAT 
IS REQUIRED FOR THE FUNCTION AND STATUS OF THE SPECIAL 
REPRESENTATIVE CAN BE DESCRIBED, IN ORDER TO IMPLEMENT 
THAT RESOLUTION, THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE UN REPRE- 
SENTATIVE AND ADMINISTRATOR-GENERAL WILL BECOME CLEAR. 

AMB YOUNG DESCRIBED THE DIFFICULTY OF MOVING SWAPO 
AND OTHER AFRICAN ATTITUDES FROM ARMED STRUGGLE TO WHOLE- 
HEARTED INVOLVEMENT IN A FREE AND DEMOCRATIC POLITICAL 
PROCESS IN NAMIBIA. HE HOPED THE SYG WOULD LEND HIS

WALDHEIM SAID HE FOUND THE CLARIFICATION OF THE WESTERN 
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FIVE THINKING HIGHLY SIGNIFICANT AND HELPFUL, AND IT WAS 
AGREED THAT THE FIVE WILL MEET WITH HIM AGAIN EARLY 
WEEK OF JUNE 27. 
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LATER, THE WESTERN FIVE DECIDED TI WOULD BE USEFUL TO GIVE
